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DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 
Claims 81, 82, 84 - 90 and 92-184 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Schatzmann et al (U.S. Pat. No. 5,832,41 1 A) teach a sensor system comprising a 
sensing array of chemo/electro-active sensing materials, which uses, for example, 
reference array sensor data during the analysis process (see col. 8, line 57 - col. 9, line 
46). McGeehin et al (WO 93/08467) further teach the use of sensor arrays comprising 
individual sensing elements, which comprise different metal oxide materials, such as 
Sn02 and Bi 2 Sn 2 07. The cited prior art neither teach of fairly suggest a methodology of 
operating a sensor system for analyzing a multi-component gas mixture, as recited in the 
instant claims, further comprising the step of heating the array to a temperature above 
500 °C and the step of inputting only the electrical responses of the chemo/electro-active 
materials, without utilizing a baseline response value, a comparison response value or a 
reference gas value, to a pattern recognition technique and then calculating the 
concentration of each of the individual analyte gas components from these inputted 
electrical responses.
